This evil wa« 
increased by the deranged stale of our country 
which compelled the payment of an enormous 
premium tor eastern drafts and money for the 
purchase of goods. And who paid for this in the 
end ? The consumer; the same who indirutly 
pays for all the goods lost upon these treacherous 
rivers.
